It is strange language that is coming out of government 


offices these days—strange, that is, for the government of a 
democracy. But the same kind of language is coming out of 
the oureaus of our sister democracy, Great Britain, so you know 
it is due to the pressure of war. 
The latest official government 


-®news release to reach me is a 


statement by the Office ol War In- 
formation (OWI) in behalf of the 
Office 
of 
Price 
Administration 


(OPA), and it deals with the pen- 
alties to be extended against vio- 
lators of the "price ceiling" order. 


If you think this communication 


is pretty rough, remember that pro- 
duction for war purposes has cut 
down the amount of goods avail- 
able to civilians, 
yet 
increasing 


civilian dollars—and without some 
sort of government control there 
would be inflation and sky-rocket- 
ing prices. 


Here is the official release for 


the Office of Price Administration. 


"Charles F. Lamkin, Jr., chief 


OPA price attorney in Kansas 
City, today reminded retailers 
that 
housewives 
and 
other 


members of the buying public 
acquire the legal right, begin- 
ning Friday, to bring civil suits 
for a minimum of $50 (or treble 
the amount of the overcharge, 
whichever is greater) plus at- 
torney's fees and costs against 
any storekeeper who charges 
them more for an article than 
OPA regulations allow. 


"Mr. Lamkin's statement fol- 


lowed one by Price Administra- 
tor Leon Henderson that OPA 
is about to begin a program of 
enforcement 
of the 
general 


maximum price regulation in 
areas where il •"'••catiorml ae 
tivilius have rcaCned a major- 
ity. Q£ retailers. 
. , 
'"'The'honest storekeepers—- 


and they arc legion—and the 
buying public must be protected 
against deliberate chiseling and 
penny profiteering,' Henderson 
said. 


"Violators of any provision of 


the regulation are subject to 
criminal penalties—the maxi- 
mum is a .fine of $5,000 and a 
year's imprisonment—civil en- 
forcement actions and suits for 
treble damages,

The Office of Price Administra- 


tion is investigating a shortage of 
meat in numerous cities throughout 
the country. We suspect the OPA 
knew the reason for the shortage 
even before there was a shortage. 
Certainly there were responsible 
officials in a Washington who knew 
and who were trying to get their 
warnings across , 


The meat shortage illustrates the 


sort of trouble that is inevitable 
when an administrator is given re- 
sponsibility for holding prices down, 
but is deprived of control over ele- 
ments which govern prices. 


The wholesale and retail prices 


of meals were frozen. The price 
of livestock went up from a cent 
and a half to Iwo cenls a p.nmd. By 
the time that basic rise had reach- 
ed the retailer, it meant u cut of 
from three to four cents n pound 
in his markup for overhead and 
profit. 


Government experts say thai 


packers were losing from $10 lo 
$15 on every head of calllc they 
sluaghtcred, processed and sold, 
and from $2 to $2.50 on every hog. 


The same amount of loss, Iheso 


experts estimate, was being split 
between wholesalers and retailers, 
with the latter taking a litlle the 
worse beating. 


The smaller packers began go- 


ing out of business. The big ones, 
with a sickly grin, allowed that 
they could stay in business as a 
palriolic duty, drawing on their re- 
serves. 


The big supermarkets were los- 


ing money. The "Papa and Mama 
stores" got by, in part because their 
prices weren't under such close ob- 
servation, and in part because their 
businesses were more flexible. The 
in-between stores, backbone of the 
trade, were being squeezed. 


What happened? 
The stores began to hold back, 


particularly on beef 
and 
pork, 


since the more they sold the more 
money they lost. Raisers waited for 
higher prices, and lost their market. 


Now, 
with meat almost unbuy- 


ably high, there also is a shortage. 
But next fall there will be a glut 
on the market. 


The Department of Agriculture 


says there will be 28 million head of 
meat cattle to be sold before the 
year is over, a seventh more than 
last year, and 79 million hogs. The 
packing industry says there will be 
92 million hogs to sell. 


When this huge load is ready for 


market, it will find about a quar- 
ter of the small packers out of busi- 
ness, The industry, says experts,

Pace Stepped Up

Chungking, Aug. 1 —(/P)— United 


States army pilots tore into a form- 
ation of 29 Japanese Zero planes 
ver Hengyang airdrome yesterday 
and shot down nine in a fierce air 
battle without losing a single pilot, 
Lieut. Gen. Joseph W. Stilwcll's 
headquarters announced today. 


A tenth Japanese plane was re- 


ported damaged and was believed 
to have crashed, although its de- 
struction was not officially don- 
firmed. 


The engagement was described 


as the biggest aerial battle in this 
theater since the "Flying Tigers" 
of the American Volunteer Group 
were absorbed by the U.S. Army 
air force on July 4. 


It brought to 17 the number of 


planes lost by the Japanese in at- 
tempts to raid the Hunan province 
airdrome in the past two days. 


Four of nine Japanese bombers 


which approached the airfield be- 
fore daylight Thursday wer eshot 
down by American fighters 
and 


four ero fighters were destroyed 
later in the day. 


The night air battle was describ- 


ed as "particularly noteworthy." 
It was the first time any Japan- 
ese planes had been shot down over 
China at night.

Washington, Aug. 1 — (/P)— Re- 


vival of a treasury proposal to re- 
quire joint income tax returns from 
married couples was predicted to- 
day by Senator Walsh (D-Mass.) 
who said the Senate Finance com- 
mittee ought to do everything with- 
in its power to increase the House- 
approved revenue bill by $2,500,- 
000,000. 


The committee voted last Mon- 


day not to consider further a treas- 
ury suggestion, previously turned 
down by line House 
Ways 
and 


Means committee, for mandatory 
joint returns from husbands and 
wives. 


This proposal, calculated lo bring 


in an additional $420,000,000 in re- 
venue, by forcing many taxpayers 
into higher rate brackets, was one 
o£ the chief sources Secretary Mor- 
genlhau advised tapping in an at- 
tempt to approach the treasury's 
goal of $8,700,000,000 in additional 
taxes. The house-approved moas- 
re would increase tuxes by $6,- 
200,000,000, 


Walsh declared that the finance 


committee, of which he is the rank- 
ing Democratic member nexl to 
Chairman George (D-Ga.l, m a y 
have to reverse its decision or 
this question or be charged with 
failing to provide sufficient reve- 
nues to help f inane cthe war.
